Titoism 
upholds the “right” of commun- 
ists to destroy their own so- 
cietios without benefit to the 
Soviet state. The concept is dan- 
gerous, not to communism but to 


the Soviet empire and has set it 
a-dither. But it is perhaps more 
dangerous even than Stalinism to 
what is left of civilization because 
il is superficially more attract- 
ive to western communists and 
others, since it offers non-Rus- 
sions the possibility of becoming 
Caesar, 

The struggle also may play a 
role inside the Soviet Union with 
the death of Stalin and the con- 
tet for powers, one of which is 
the leadership of the comintern,

general, and he may conceivably 
tind allies in the politburo in case 
of a shakeup.
